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THE  1818  THIN -DATE  CENT

"Hey  John!  Come  tell  me  what  you  think  of  this  cent."  The  scene 
is  the  ANA84  bourse  in  Detroit  and  Jack  Beymer  is  hailing  me  as  I 
walk  past  his  table.  He  has  a *MOST*CURIOUS*  1818  cent  and  is 
hoping  I'll  confirm  it  as  a new  variety.  We'll  spend  the  next  few 
minutes  examining  it  carefully. 

"No,  Jack,  that's  an  18N7 . Its  weirdness  comes  from  the  way  it  was 
struck  --  first  a squeeze,  then  a minor  twist  of  one  die  before  the 
jaws  of  the  coining  press  opened."  It  certainly  is  fascinating. 

I've  not  seen  one  like  this  before. 

"Hey  Walter!  Come  tell  me  what  you  think  of  this  cent."  Jack,  not 
liking  my  answer,  hails  Walter  Breen.  I keep  mum  while  Walter  comes 
to  the  same  conclusion  on  his  own.  Jack  is  crushed.  But  it's  still 
a very  lovely  and  fascinating  cent.  I'd  love  to  have  it  in  my  col- 
lection, but  to  say  so  right  after  bursting  Jack's  bubble  would  look 
truly  tacky.  ("No,  it's  only  a common  variety.  I want  to  buy  it 
from  you."  SURE!!!) 

Perhaps  someday  I'll  run  into  this  cent  or  a similar  one  without 
having  to  pay  a heavy  premium  for  it.  I walk  away  and  the  coin  is 
gone  but  not  forgotten. 

Two  years  later  I'm  enjoying  another  of  my  occasional  visits  with  Bob 
Matthews'  collection  and  I'm  surprised  to  find  the  Beymer  coin  as 
one  of  Bob's  new  purchases  --  this  time  with  pedigree  (Newcomb - S tarr ) . 
Bob  just  bought  it  from  Lee  Bellisario  (who  got  it  from  Jack) . 

In  May,  1989,  Superior  auctions  off  Bob's  collection.  Naturally, 

I *HAVE*  to  be  there! ! Not  only  will  there  be  several  flesh-and- 
blood  old  friends,  but  there  will  also  be  several  old- friend 
coppers  with  which  I'd  like  to  form  a closer  relationship. 

Del  Bland,  who  catalogued  Bob's  collection,  has  noticed  the 
weirdness  of  Bob's  18N7 . But  he  judges  it  differently  than  I had. 

Lot  570: 

"This  coin  is  full  Mint  State  in  sharpness, 
but  the  obverse  denticles,  stars,  and  date 
have  all  been  skillfully  retooled." 

AHA!!  *THAT*  coin  will  become  *MINE* ! ! ! Unfortunately  (for  my 
wallet),  Doug  Bird  also  loves  oddities  of  the  cent-making  process. 

And  Doug  is  no  dummy  --he  recognizes  lot  570  as  an  anomaly  of  the 
minting  process.  Doug  doesn't  back  down.  When  the  bidding  hits 
four  figures  I drop  out  disgusted  and  Doug  owns  the  lot.  The  *GOOD* 
news  is  that  Doug  also  has  a sympathetic  heart  sometimes.  When  he 
learns  how  much  I wanted  that  specific  piece,  he  approaches  me  after 
the  session  and  sells  it  to  me  at  a nominal  profit.  So  I paid  a 
bunch  --  but  I got  the  coin  I wanted  and  I didn't  leave  a friend 
wondering  whether  I'd  taken  advantage  of  him.  That's  * IMPORTANT* ! ! 
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It's  a truly  curious  piece.  It's  fascinating,  and  like  most 
anomalies  of  striking  it's  likely  one-of-a-kind. 


***  NOT  SO  ! ! ! *** 


At  ISNA93  Tom  Reynolds  shows  me  a couple  of  curious  cents  he  has 
acquired.  The  first  one  he  thought  was  a worked- over.  But  when 
the  second  one  turned  up,  he  wanted  an  outside  opinion.  WOW! ! 

Here  are  two  more  18N7's  that  look  like  twins  to  the  Newcomb-Starr- 
Beymer- Mat thews -Wright  coin.  The  only  difference  is  that  these  are 
both  Fines  and  mine  is  a sharp  MS.  Tom  loans  me  his  two  cents  to 
photograph,  and  I promise  to  bring  mine  to  the  Milwaukee  show  where 
I'll  return  his  coins  in  a few  weeks. 


CONCLUSION:  Is  it  a new  variety  of  1818?  NO 

Is  it  a new  die-state  of  18N7?  --  NO 

Is  it  a post-manufacture  workover?  NO 

Is  it  one-of-a-kind?  surprisingly  NO 

Is  it  a fascinating  anomaly?  YOU  BETCHUM! 

Is  it  worth  a pot  of  money?  (wrong  question)

This  is  one  of  the  areas  where  large  cents  can  give  a lot  more  fun 
than  the  straightforward  filling  of  holes  in  an  album  or  checklist. 
If  your  nature  is  organized  and  methodical,  the  old  coppers  can 
satisfy  you  by  filling  the  variety-holes.  If  your  nature  leans 
more  toward  meticulous  detail,  they  can  delight  you  with  their 
myriad  die-states.  But  if  your  hot-button  is  pushed  by  "Hey, 

THAT'S  different!",  those  same  old  coppers  can  still  give  you 
decades  of  great  pleasure.  And  that's  what  hobbies  are  about. 
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The  Technical  Bit 


I photographed  five  examples  of  1818  cent  Number  7 for  this  article. 
Each  picture  is  identified  as  follows  . . , 

Coins  1,2  --  Normal - struck  18N7's  from  my  collection 
Coin  3 --  Thin-date  18N7 : Newcomb -Wright 

Coins  4,5  --  Thin-date  18N7's,  Tom  Reynolds 


ODDNESSES:  Thin  dentils,  thin  date,  thin  radial  points  to  all 
or  most  stars.  Central  details  appear  normal.  Reverse  is 
totally  unremarkable.  All  diagnostic  points  match  18N7. 


CAUSE:  Note  the  particular  shape  of  those  thin  dentils,  or  you 
might  call  them  "wide-gap"  dentils.  One  side  of  the  tip  of 
each  dentil  is  normally  rounded,  but  the  other  side  comes  to 
a cusp.  That's  a big  clue. 


A coinage  die  is  a mirror- image  of  the  coins  it  produces.  Every 
depression  on  the  coin  comes  from  a raised  part  of  the  die.  In 
particular,  the  grooves  between  dentils  each  come  from  a radial 
ridge  on  the  die. 

Consider  the  result  of  a die-pair  squeezing  a coin-blank  and  then 
--  while  still  clenched  --  a slight  twist  of  the  dies  relative  to 
each  other.  Something  would  have  to  "give".  The  most  likely 
candidate  would  be  the  weakest  link  --  the  copper  blank  squeezed 
between  those  two  steel  dies.  The  degree  of  evidence  would  be 
directly  proportional  to  the  distance  from  the  center  of  rotation. 
In  short,  the  dentils,  stars,  and  date  would  be  the  most  affected. 

The  between- the-dentil  ridges  on  the  slipping  steel  die  would  sweep 
out  arc-depressions  on  the  softer  copper  --  widening  the  gaps  be- 
tween the  dentils  by  sweeping  away  one  side  of  each  dentil.  To  a 
lesser  degree,  the  star-cavities  on  the  die  would  sweep  out  arcs  -- 
thinning  the  radial  star-points.  And  the  date-digit  cavities  would 
thin  the  radial  (vertical)  elements  of  each  date-digit  on  the  coin. 


So  with  that  evidence,  can  you  figure  out  which  way  the  obverse 
die  had  to  twist  to  produce  the  coins  pictured  on  the  following 
pages?  Work  it  out  for  yourself.  But  for  confirmation,  the  answer 
is  on  the  second  page  of  this  article.

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NEW  JERSEY  COPPERS,  PART  15:  MARIS  51  g 

John  Griffee 


1 love  the  Goadsby  head  left  designs,  probably  because  they  are  sooo  different.  My 
favorite  is  the  51  g,  R6  (13  to  30  pieces),  the  rarest  of  the  three  designs.  These  are,  of  course, 
contemporary  forgeries,  made  by  a crook  from  stolen  equipment  and  stolen  copper,  to  defraud 
the  State  of  its  rightful  ten  percent  commission  AND  swindle  the  public  by  spending  spurious 
speci. 


Thomas  Goadsby  was  one  of  the  partners  of  the  firm,  "Goadsby  and  Cox,"  in  Rahway, 
N.J.,  that  had  a contract  with  the  state  of  N.J.  to  mint  two  million  copper  coins.  The  firm  went 
bankrupt-Albian  Cox  fled  to  England  to  avoid  his  creditors  and  Goadsby  stole  the  mint 
equipment,  made  his  own  coin  dies,  and  started  manufacturing  counterfeit  coins  in  an 
unknown  location. 

Eventually  Mathias  Ogden,  trustee  for  the  bankrupt  company,  obtained  the  necessary 
court  orders  and  the  county  sheriff  repossessed  the  equipment  and  materials.  Ogden 
reopened  the  Rahway  mint  and  finished  the  contract. 

You  cannot  mistake  the  51  g from  the  other  two  head  left  designs  49f  and  50f 
Obverse:  the  plow  on  the  51  g is  much  taller;  the  horse's  mane  on  the  51  g seems  to  be  waving 
or  blowing  off  the  back  of  the  horse's  neck,  whereas  on  the  other  two  designs  the  hair  is  lying 
flat  in  a sort  of  upside-down  'V  formation. 

Reverse:  the  'P'  on  the  left  and  the  second  'U'  on  the  right  on  the  'g'  reverse  are  below  the 
horizontal  lines  of  the  shield  whereas  on  the  'f  reverse  these  same  letters  are  above  the  vertical 
lines  of  the  shield.  To  put  it  another  way,  the  words,  "E  PLURIBUS  UNUM"  are  more  spread 
out  on  the  51  g. 

With  a little  study,  you  too  can  become  an  expert. 

Listed  below  are  all  the  51  g's  in  auction  catalogs  1 own  where  I do  not  know  the  present 
owner  or  location  of  the  coins.  If  you  own  one  of  these  coins,  or  know  of  someone  who  does, 
please  let  me  know.  The  greater  the  input  the  more  accurate  the  condition  census  will  be.  A 
'P'  means  the  coin  was  plated,  'L'  is  short  for  'Lot'  and  'FPL'  is  "Fixed  Price  List".

AN  UPDATE  OF  THE  IDENTIFICATION  OF  THE 
FEUCHTWANGER  CENTS,  LOW  120 

Jim  Koutsoures 


In  1978,  I started  research  on  the  Feuchtwanger  One  Cent  tokens.  In  1981,  the 
first  copies  of  my  12  page  book  titled  "The  Identification  of  the  Feuchtwanger  Cents,  Low 
120"  became  available.  The  purpose  of  the  book  was  to  aid  in  identifying  the  different 
die  varieties  by  using  enlarged  photographs.  The  book  contained  photos  of  13  of  the  15 
dies  used  to  strike  the  13  mulings  of  the  6 obverse  and  9 reverse  die  combinations. 

The  two  missing  dies  were  the  "C"  and  "F"  reverse  dies.  I am  glad  to  say  that  they 
are  now  to  be  shared  in  this  update. 

Over  the  past  16  years,  1 have  continued  to  research  the  series.  I finally  located 
the  original  1957  collection  listed  in  the  Numismatic  Scrapbook  Magazine.  This 
collection  of  the  13  different  Low  120  die  varieties  was  the  only  one  ever  put  together. 
Well,  after  37  years  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  announce  I have  put  together  another 
set. 


Why  is  this  set  so  hard  to  assemble?  To  do  it  without  my  book  would  be  very 
hard.  Its  introduction  made  it  now  possible  for  collectors  to  identify  the  dies.  With  this 
tool,  better  pieces  have  been  cherry  picked  from  dealers'  stocks.  As  more  pieces  are 
attributed,  the  rarity  scales  have  slightly  changed.  Please  bear  in  mind  the  following 
scale  is  only  my  opinion:

The  other  day  I received  a very  interesting  letter  from  Craig  Sholley.  An  excerpt  of  that 
letter  is  reprinted  here  for  the  education  and  enjoyment  of  all: 

"I  would  offer  the  following  conjecture  on  the  "unknown"  perfect  die 
states  you've  mentioned  (N5a,  N14a):  the  die  state  may  actually  not  exist  as  the 
die  may  have  cracked  during  the  hubbing  process. 

The  working  dies  for  the  Late  Dates  were  produced  by  the  hub-and-die 
process  from  complete  master  hubs  (excepting  the  date  on  the  obverse)  created 
on  the  Contamin  portrait  lathe.  It  most  likely  took  3 impressions  with 
intermediate  annealings  to  sink  a working  die.  If  the  annealing  wasn't  done 
quite  right,  you  could  very  easily  crack  the  working  die. 

The  reverse  would  be  particularly  susceptible  to  radial  cracking  around 
the  legend  due  to  the  design  --  high  relief,  large  surface  area,  close  to  the 
periphery. 

Keep  in  mind  that  the  above  is  only  a possibility.  It  is  equally  likely  that 
the  dies  were  perfect  and  cracked  very  early  in  use."

Until  you  fully  understand  the  concept  of  Condition  as  used  by  expert  graders  of 
large  cents,  you  will  never  properly  grade  large  cents.  Having  just  returned  from  F.U.N. 
and  Long  Beach  I have  fresh  in  my  mind  the  high  level  of  ignorance  that  exists. 
Regarding  grading  of  large  cents.  Now  that  I am  a "published  expert,"  I seem  to  attract 
everyone  who  wants  to  sell  his  or  her  long-term  collection  of  junk  copper.  A typical 
scenario  is,  a "collector"  thrusts  a box,  album,  or  wallet  full  of  copper  towards  me  with  the 
comment  that  "He  wishes  to  sell  his  collection;  make  an  offer."  This  collector  has  never 
sold  a coin  to  anyone  except  other  members  of  his  local  coin  club  (who  know  even  less 
than  he  does)  or  maybe  to  local  dealers  (who  may  know  a little  bit  more,  but  occasionally 
buy  to  keep  up  goodwill).  After  politely  perusing  the  coins,  I decline  to  purchase  and 
return  them.  Now  the  flood  of  questions  begins  - "would  I buy  individual  pieces  rather 
than  the  ’collection’?"  Since  "even  a blind  hog  finds  an  occasional  acorn,"  I usually  find  a 
couple  and  make  offers.  Now  the  fun  begins!  The  "collector"  usually  whips  out  his 
shiny,  new  CQR,  points  to  a price  in  a column  about  2 to  the  right  and  one  up  from 
mine,  and  accuses  me  of  trying  to  steal  his  "besf  coins.  Some  are  more  subtle  than  that, 
but  the  implication  is  always  there.  Every  long-term  dealer  in  coins  is  familiar  with  this 
scenario,  whether  he  deals  in  large  cents,  silver  dollars  or  whatever.  There  is  something 
about  coin  collecting  that  attracts  people  who  will  plunk  down  real  money  without 
knowing  anything  about  what  they  are  buying.  Maybe  it’s  greed,  or  trust  of  your  fellow 
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man;  or  maybe  it’s  because  coins  make  it  so  easy  to  convince  yourself  you're  getting  an 
incredible  bargain;  all  you  need  to  do  is  delude  yourself  into  grading  the  coin  5 points 
higher  - or  in  most  cases,  the  way  it’s  graded  on  the  holder!  And  you’ve  scored.  Never 
mind  that  for  this  to  be  true,  the  dealer  has  to  be  wrong  about  the  grade  and/or  price; 
after  all,  he  only  does  coins  for  a living  - what  can  he  know?!  Your  only  real  defense  is 
personal  knowledge.  Get  off  your  backsides,  go  to  conventions,  auctions,  shows,  and 
spend  hours  with  price  lists,  books  and  auction  catalogues.  "Impractical,"  you  say;  then 
you  had  better  "hire"  an  expert  to  advise  you  and  be  willing  to  pay  dearly  for  his  advice. 
If  he’s  any  good  he  will  earn  his  money  many  times  over. 

To  test  your  buying  ability,  at  the  very  least  try  this  - offer  the  last  5 coins  you 
purchased  for  resale  and  see  what  happens;  get  dealer’s  "offers."  If  you  can  resell  for 
only  a 20-25%  loss  for  coins  over  $100  each  (below  that  the  rules  change  ),  you  are 
probably  doing  okay  ~ ^ if  no  one  wants  to  buy  your  coins,  or  the  offers  would  leave 
you  with  way  more  than  a 25%  loss,  you  had  better  find  out  why,  because  you  are  buying 
something  you  cannot  resell  for  a fair  price  relative  to  what  you  paid. 

Let  me  make  something  crystal  clear;  just  because  you  cannot  readily  resell  a 
particular  coin  does  not  mean  the  seller  / dealer  ripped  you  off.  What  it  does  mean  is  that 
msny  numismatic  items  are  not  readily  resaleable  for  close  to  their  purchase  price.  In 
these  weak  economic  times  resaleability  becomes  critical,  so  let’s  examine  what 
determines  a coins  resaleability. 

The  easiest  coins  to  resell  are  the  coins  that  have  a large,  well-established 
collector  base  and  therefore  strong  demand.  Classic  examples  are  XF  1909s  VDB  or 
14D  cents;  there  are  never  enough  to  go  around  --  every  dealer  has  someone  who  wants 
one.  You  still  may  lose  money  buying  these,  but  it  will  not  be  because  the  coins  are  not 
desirable;Only  because  you  paid  too  much  given  the  economic  / numismatic  climate  you 
are  trying  to  sell  into  — you  misjudged  the  economics,  not  the  individual  coins  you 
purchased. 

How  about  our  favorites,  large  cents?  They  have  enjoyed  a very,  very  long  run  in 
the  sun  - they  have  gone  up  almost  unabated  since  late  1970’s  - or  at  least  that’s  what 
everyone  would  like  to  believe.  Are  large  cents,  therefore,  automatically  a good  buy?  Of 
course  not!  They  are  subject  to  the  same  rules  as  any  other  numismatic  item  or 
collectible  for  that  matter,  when  it  comes  to  resaleability. 

Obviously  price  is  important  --  if  the  asking  price  is  low  enough  you  can  sell  any 
large  cent  ~ I’ll  buy  a dateless,  holed  large  cent  for  10^.  But  we  are  not  addressing  the 
issue  of  whether  a coin  is  saleable  at  any  price,  rather  whether  it’s  saleable  at  a Mr  price 
relative  to  what  you  paid  for  it. 

Now  we’ve  finally  come  back  to  the  subject  of  this  article  - condition  (all  ears).  I 
believe  the  single  most  important  factor  in  determining  the  resaleability  / desirability  of  a 
large  cent  is  its  condition.  Not  grade  (VG,  VF,  MS)  but  condition  — (choice,  average  or 
scudzy). 
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I'm  here  to  tell  you  the  only  large  cents  that  are  always  readily  resaleable  are 
choice  ones;  average  large  cents,  usually,  and  scudzy  ones,  rarely. 

You  want  to  put  a big  smile  on  a dealer's  / seller's  face?  Buy  an  expensive  scudzy 
coin  from  him! 

Jack  Robinson  has  spent  many  hours  and  numerous  pages  in  CQR  trying  to  get 
this  concept  of  condition  across  to  EAC'ers  — but  some  of  you  are  not  getting  the 
message,  or  if  you  are,  you're  ignoring  the  message  and  continuing  to  buy  junk! 

I'm  on  record  as  saying  "corroded  large  cents  should  be  left  on  railroad  tracks  so 
they  can  be  put  out  of  their  misery."  Better  the  coin  than  the  owner,  when  he  finds  out 
how  much  money  he  has  tied  up  in  this  kind  of  junk!  I cringe  every  time  I see  someone 
pay  serious  money  for  bad  coins;  they  are  playing  economic  roulette  and  do  not  even 
know  it. 

Only  in  the  last  10-15  years  has  a scudzy  coin  been  worth  serious  money  and  I 
believe  those  days  will  come  rapidly  to  a close  as  collectors  become  more  dollar- 
conscious.  Amongst  expert  long-time  collectors  / dealers  there  never  has  been  a strong 
market  for  scudzy  coins,  we've  bought  and  sold  them  but  only  when  we  were  sure  we 
could  sell  them  immediately.  Only  scudzy  coins  of  extreme  rarity,  R7's  were  tolerated  in 
top  collections. 

Condition,  Condition,  Condition!  That's  the  absolute  key  to  understanding  the 
grading  and  valuation  of  copper  coins.  Until  you  fully  understand  what  this  term  means 
and  how  to  apply  it,  grading  will  remain  a mystery.  I also  suggest  that  you  reread  my 
"Criteria  and  Advice  on  Buying  Large  Cents,"  in  the  preliminary  section  of  either  of  my 
books;  the  advice  is  even  more  valid  today  than  when  I wrote  it  seven  years  ago.

THE  WAKE-UP  CALL

Hello  from  the  San  Fernando  Valley,  center  of  the  Northridge  Earthquake  January 
1 7‘^’,  1 994.  A few  notes  on  what  some  EAC'ers  had  to  endure  on  and  since  that  day. 

I get  up  at  4:30  am  to  get  ready  for  work.  My  house  is  about  4 miles  from  the 
epicenter.  I was  about  ready  to  get  into  the  shower  when  the  earthquake  struck.  Having 
been  through  other  major  earthquakes  - Sylmar  1971 , Whitter  1987  - I knew  what  v^^s 
happening.  If  you  can  imagine  a train  crashing  into  your  house,  that  is  a close 
approximation  of  being  in  a major  earthquake.  The  electricity  went  out  immediately, 
leaving  me  in  the  dark.  I went  sprinting  down  the  hall  to  my  8 year  old  daughter's  room. 
The  house  was  shaking  so  violently,  I was  sure  it  was  going  to  collapse.  I grabbed  my 
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daughter,  found  my  wife,  and  exited  the  house.  I still  cannot  believe  that  my  house  did 
not  sustain  more  damage  than  it  did.  I was  lucky.  I still  have  a roof  over  my  head. 
However,  an  earthquake  of  this  size,  6.8,  has  many  aftershocks.  These  have  been  as 
high  as  5.5  on  the  Richter  Scale.  Aftershocks  are  very  stressful.  A hurricane  or  flood 
happens,  and  is  done.  An  earthquake's  aftershocks  may  go  on  for  3 months  or  longer. 

An  aftershock  is  usually  not  as  strong  as  the  initial  quake.  However,  you  don’t  know  how 
big  it  is.  All  you  know  is  that  the  ground  is  shaking  again.  To  date  we  have  had  over 
4,000  aftershocks.  Luckily  you  do  not  feel  all  of  them.  Most  are  very  small  and  short. 
There  are  enough  of  the  ones  you  feel. 

I didn't  go  to  the  February  Long  Beach  Show.  At  the  time,  I was  and  am  still  trying 
to  put  things  back  in  order.  Coppers  didn't  seem  important.  I missed  chatting  with  Tom 
Reynolds  and  Chris  McCawley  and  the  other  copper  people.  I hope  I can  get  to  the  next 
Long  Beach. 

I have  recently  learned  of  an  EAC’er  who  specializes  in  middle  date  large  cents, 
who  has  started  collecting  U.S.  commemoratives.  He  is  even  buying  slabs!?!  Ugh!!  Isn't 
that  grounds  for  being  drummed  out  of  EAC7?  It  seems  his  wife  became  interested  in 
them  a little  before  Christmas.  Then  the  earthquake  hit  and  she  lost  a large  portion  of 
her  china  plate  collection.  She  then  took  up  commemoratives  in  a big  way.  With  her 
husband's  help  and  knowledge  of  coins.  I'm  sure  they  will  have  a very  representative 
collection  in  no  time.  By  the  way,  he  has  not  given  up  coppers.  He  is  just  diversifying 
his  assets. 

A note  on  the  Large  Cent  Condition  Census  Committee.  Give  them  a chance  to 
evolve  before  we  start  hammering  on  them!  Constructive  suggestions  are  great,  but  let's 
give  them  a chance  to  get  started.  Let  them  do  something  before  you  start  telling  them 
what  they  are  doing  wrong!

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EXPERIENCING  AN  EARTHQUAKE 
Phil  Moore 

As  some  of  you  may  know,  I live  in  Northridge,  California  about  a 
niile  from  the  epicenter  of  the  quake.  We  survived  any  major 
structural  damage  to  our  home,  but  we  will  have  a lot  of  repairs  to 
do.  Most  everything  that  was  on  shelves  fell  down  and  if  it  was 
glass,  pottery  or  china  it  broke.  Even  items  that  remained  in 
cabinets  still  broke  from  the  violent  shaking.  The  cleanup  of  this 
mess  has  taken  weeks. 

My  personal  collection  includes  both  coins  and  numismatic 
literature,  the  latter  amounting  to  thousands  of  books,  catalogues 
and  pamphlets.  I had  built  a closet  organizer  to  store  the 
majority  of  these  books.  The  earthquake  managed  to  trash  this 
system  and  the  cleanup  took  two  full  weekends  to  reorganize  and 
"box"  them.  Notice  I said  box  them,  I can't  put  them  back  on 
shelves  for  fear  of  the  same  thing  happening  again.  Some  of  the 
books  suffered  minor  damage  and  probably  dropped  a grade  or  two. 

As  for  my  coins,  someone  visited  me  early  on  the  day  of  the 
earthquake  and  asked  me  if  my  coins  had  survived.  I told  him  coins 
don't  break,  and  anyway  my  copper  collection  is  safely  tucked  away 
in  a safe  deposit  box.  The  first  few  days  we  were  without  power  so 
I didn't  realize  the  magnitude  of  the  damage.  Then  it  dawned  on  me 
that  my  bank  was  in  the  shopping  mall  that  was  so  badly  damaged. 
So  I tried  calling  both  the  bank  & their  headquarters  which  are 
only  a mile  apart,  but  could  not  get  through.  I visited  the 
property  and  found  it  completely  fenced  with  a guard  at  the  gate. 
I asked  the  guard  if  I could  verify  the  condition  of  my  belongings. 
He  informed  me  that  the  entire  property  is  off  limits  and  that  I 
should  call  the  headquarters.  I went  over  and  found  it  too  had 
been  red-tagged  and  was  off  limits.  A guard  there  told  me  I would 
to  call  back  next  week.  Imagine  that,  a whole  banking  chain 
out  of  commission  for  a week!  Finally  a week  and  a half  after  the 
quake  I was  able  to  enter  and  check  my  belongings.  The  coins  were 
safe  although  they  weren't  in  the  same  location  as  before. 
Apparently  all  the  boxes  had  fallen  down  but  none  had  opened  up. 

What  does  a person  do  to  prepare?  If  there  had  been  a fire,  flood 
or  theft,  the  coins  would  have  been  damaged  or  destroyed.  My  wife 
didn't  fare  so  well,  being  a collector  of  china  and  pottery,  she 
lost  some  very  rare  pieces  and  has  vowed  never  to  buy  another  piece 
china.  I've  decided  that  my  book  collection  is  excessive  and 
needs  to  be  liquidated.  I don't  need  every  Stack's,  Bowers,  or 
Superior  auction  catalogue  ever  made.  As  for  my  coins,  I have  left 
them  in  the  safe  deposit  box  for  now  and  hope  another  catastrophe 
doesn't  occur.  Fortunately  we  survived  without  injury  and  we  can 
be  thankful  for  that. 
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THE  JOHN  E.  BURTON  SALE,  1881 

Bob  Vail 


At  the  time  of  his  sale,  in  October,  1881,  by  W.  E,  Woodward,  Burton  was  still  a young 
man  and  owed  John  Haseltine  $900  for  coins  in  his  collection.  He  is  listed  by  Frossard  in  his 
Nov.  1884  NUMISMA  as  one  of  ten  "coin  dealer  pests."  An  actor  by  trade,  he  had  heavily 
invested  in  mining  speculation  and  had  gone  bankrupt. 

This  perhaps  explains  way  he  had  purchased  twenty-five  or  so  large  cents  and  a 1794 
dollar,  among  other  things,  a year  earlier,  at  Woodward's  Furguson  Haines  Sale,  under  the 
pseudonyms  of  Blaine  and  Derndoff  (sic)  via  Woodward.  My  guess  is  that  he  couldn't  pay 
Woodward  for  the  coins  and  had  to  consign  them  for  money  owed. 

The  choice  of  large  cents  to  be  plated  causes  one  to  speculate  why  the  S2,  VF30,  Lot 
103,  Ex-S.H.  & H.  Chapman  10/79;  442  was  not  plated,  when  many  inferior  coins  were. 

At  least  four  of  the  large  cents  were  bought  by  C.  F.  Frothingham  via  Cogan,  including 
the  above  mentioned  S2:  Lot  110  - S13  - VF35,  Ex-MacKenzie:  621 

Lot  152  - S1 12  - EF40  to  Merkin  9/74.  278 
Lot  170  - S225  - AU55  to  Norweb:  2802 

All  of  which  were  sold  in  his  sale  by  H.  G.  Sampson  in  May,  1883. 

Another  coin  that  caused  much  speculation  by  early  numismatic  writers  was  Lot:  1 40, 
the  Jones  lettered  edge  1795  large  cent.  This  piece  was  in  the  A.  E.  Jones  Collection  of 
Edinburgh,  Scotland  and  was  sold  by  Scott  & Co.,  October  10,  1878,  Lot  212,  for  $100,  to  W. 
W.  Thurston.  I quote  from  Lot  108  of  Harzfeld's  sale  of  the  Thurston  Collection: 

'This  coin  was  secured  for  Mr.  Thurston  by  Scott  & Co.  at  their  Jonas  (sic)  Sale, 

Oct.  10,  1878  for  $100.  Scott  informed  Mr.  Thurston,  'Fortunately  it  was  our 
turn  to  bid  the  $100,  Mr.  Cogan  bidding  $99.'" 

The  coin  sold  at  the  Thurston  Sale  for  $35  to  John  Burton,  and  at  his  sale  for  $30  to 
Woodward.  In  the  Chapman  Bid  Book  of  the  Burton  Sale,  H.  C.  has  the  notation  "bruised  on 
edge,"  which  can  clearly  be  seen  on  the  Burton  plate,  directly  under  the  tip  of  the  bust. 

This  coin,  an  S76a,  VF35,  turned  up  in  the  Robbie  Brown  Sale,  Lot:  100.  Four  other 
coins  from  the  Burton  Sale  have  been  accounted  for,  including.

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THE  ONE  THAT  GOT  AWAY  - ALMOST 

Steve  Carr 


I have  been  collecting  large  cents  for  about  a year  now  Initially,  I was  attracted  to  the 
big  'pennies'  because  they  were  relatively  Inexpensive  and  because  my  eight  year  old  son  liked 
them.  I could  afford  most  of  the  dates,  even  though  my  collecting  budget  was  limited  Three 
things  made  me  more  serious  about  collecting;  the  great  people  I met  through  EAC,  the 
myriad  of  varieties  available,  and  the  possibility  of  cherry-picking  a rare  variety. 

The  fifth  large  cent  I bought  was  an  1818  N-4  in  Good  6.  I must  have  spent  a whole 
day  checking  and  rechecking  my  Newcomb  book  to  make  sure  I was  attributing  it  correctly. 
Later,  I found  a 1797  S-129.  Along  the  way,  I have  found  many  R4  and  R5  coins.  I like  to  say 
my  cherry-picking  is  intuition.  Sometimes  1 just  look  at  a coin  and  know  it  is  something 
special.  I buy  it,  attribute  it,  and  more  often  than  not,  find  I have  a scarce  or  rare  variety  (don't 
get  me  wrong  - 1 also  buy  my  fair  share  of  common  varieties). 

I recently  stopped  at  a local  coin  shop  that  usually  has  few  or  no  large  cents  (it's  the 
one  where  1 bought  the  1818  N-4,  though).  The  owner  had  one  large  cent,  an  1848  I looked 
at  it  and  had  that  feeling.  Here  was  a nice  AG3  coin  that  was  “different."  I didn't  know  why  it 
was  different.  I just  knew  it  was.  I bought  the  coin  and  took  it  home 

Using  Newcomb's  book  (my  only  reference  for  later  dates),  I narrowed  my  possibilities 
to  six  as  the  point  of  the  curl  was  between  the  8 and  4.  But  none  of  Newcomb's  descriptions 
fit.  A friend,  who  seriously  collects  late  dates,  looked  at  the  coin  for  me.  He  narrowed  it  to  2 
varieties  but  said  he  would  have  to  clean  the  coin  and  study  it  some  more  to  make  a definite 
decision.  Knowing  that  he  really  liked  late  dates,  I gave  him  the  coin. 

I talked  to  him  a couple  of  days  later.  He  had  confirmed  the  attribution.  It  was  an  1 848 
N-42.  an  R-6  coin.  Yes,  1 cherry-picked  it,  but  it  got  away.  I am  not  sorry  I gave  it  away,  as 
"what  comes  around  goes  around."  My  friend  has  shared  his  knowledge  and  some  of  his 
coins  with  me.  This  N-42  has  definitely  found  a good  home. 

But  that  is  not  the  end  of  the  story.  Later  the  same  week,  I found  another  1848  at  a 
local  coin  show.  This  coin  also  caught  my  eye  as  the  point  of  the  curl  was  between  the  "8"  and 
the  "4."  I bought  it.  The  reverse  looked  like  the  N-42  I had  given  away,  but  there  were  no  lines 
to  the  right  of  the  'T'  in  CENT.  Using  the  Robinson  Sales  Catalog  (my  new  attribution  source 
for  late  date  cents),  I determined  it  was  an  N-40.  Close,  but  no  cigar! 

Still,  the  story  does  not  end.  On  another  visit  to  the  same  coin  shop  where  I bought  the 
N-42,  I found  another  1848.  This  one  also  caught  my  eye  (for  the  same  reason).  The  coin 
was  a nice  FI 5.  I bought  it,  took  it  home,  and  checked  it  with  my  Robinson  Catalog.  The 
reverse  had  the  lines  to  the  right  of  the  'T'  and  the  obverse  did  not  have  a repunched  "1." 
Sure  enough,  I had  found  a second  1848  N-42! 

There  are  a couple  of  morals  to  this  story.  The  first  is  to  be  patient.  Good  coins  do  turn 
up.  The  second  is  to  know  what  you  are  looking  for.  To  the  untrained  eye,  all  1848's  look 
alike.  But  knowing  to  look  for  certain  characteristics  can  help  you  avoid  buying  coins  that  you 
either  have  or  are  not  "rare."  The  third  moral  is  one  my  parents  tried  to  teach  me  when  I was  a 
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youngster  - "Be  nice  to  others  and  good  things  will  happen  to  you."  In  this  case,  they  were 
right! 

Keep  looking  - tougher  coins  are  still  available.

The  Wally  Gilligan  Half  Cent  Collection  will  be  offered  for  sale  at  public  auction  May 
in  Los  Angeles  by  the  well-known  firm  of  Bowers  and  Merena,  Inc.  in  conjunction  with  the  sale 
of  The  Burke  & Clemente  Collections.  Bowers  and  Merena  have  graciously  offered 
complimentary  copies  of  the  catalog  to  interested  EAC  members. 

The  catalog  itself  is  lavishly  produced  with  almost  half  the  lots  plated.  My  only 
complaints  are  that  several  of  the  black-and-white  plates  are  a bit  dark  and  that  there  are  two 
apparent  errors  in  the  grading  descriptions  for  the  unplated  lots  140  and  141. 

Wally  Gilligan's  collection  consists  of  167  lots  including  85  of  the  99  Cohen  varieties  of 
half  cents.  Fewer  than  a dozen  present  collectors  have  been  as  successful  in  putting  together 
such  a complete  set  by  varieties. 

Very  attractive  specimens  of  seldom-offered  varieties  are  up  for  bid,  including  a VG-8 
1805  C-2  and  a G-5  1806  C-3.  Other  highlights  include  many  rarities  in  states  of  preservation 
that  may  prove  affordable  (at  least  I hope  so)  including  a G-6  1794  C-7,  G-5  1794  C-8,  G-5 
1795  C-3,  and  G-5  1796  C-2. 

The  die  state  specialist  of  spiked  chin  varieties  will  have  a lot  to  choose  from.  Including 
21  examples  representing  15  Braig  die  states  of  1804  C-6,  5 different  die  states  of  1804  C-8, 
and  a record  offering  of  7 of  the  9 Breen  die  states  of  1804  C-7. 

This  auction  should  be  well  attended  since  it  is  the  most  extensive  public  sale  of  half 
cents  since  the  1992  Superior  sale  of  the  Roger  Cohen,  Jr.  collection.  Although  I do  not  know 
Wally  Gilligan  personally  I would  like  to  offer  him  my  congratulations  and  best  wishes  on  the 
sale  of  his  important  half  cent  offering. 


LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR 


Bill  Tivol  writes. 


The  article  in  the  March,  1994,  Penny-Wise  on  the  18N4  got  me  to  examine  mine  more 
critically.  I discovered  that  I apparently  have  either  state  A or  between  states  A and  B.  There 
IS  no  crack  on  the  obverse,  but  there  is  a raised  area  about  1 mm  wide  at  the  curl  extending  3- 
4 mm  toward  *12.  This  area  is  about  a tenth  of  a mm  high.  02  on  the  reverse  is  as  strong  as 
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the  other  letters,  although  C2  is  weaker.  Furthermore,  the  reverse  Is  rotated  330°  CCW) 

Like  George  Trostel's,  my  1797  C1  is  a late  die  state  struck  over  a TAL  Mine  has 
YORK  prominent  on  the  obverse  with  the  Y a little  to  the  right  of  the  Y in  LIBERTY  and  partially 
overlapping  that  letter.  I cannot  see  a die  bulge,  but  evidently  the  die  did  not  make  contact 
with  that  part  of  the  planchet,  so  I couldn't  see  one  if  it  were  there.  I can  see  I2  faintly  and  Cl 
just  barely  on  the  reverse,  and  there  is  evidence  of  the  undertype  between  the  legend  and  the 
wreath.  My  coin  is  wear  grade  40,  and  looks  like  state  IX,  as  shown  in  Breen  of  page  178  On 
neither  my  nor  the  illustration  of  George's  coin  is  there  evidence  of  the  die  break  from  the  rim 
above  D to  the  wreath.  I'd  guess  that  both  coins  are  state  IX,  with  the  differences  accounted 
for  by  wear,  however,  1)  I have  not  seen  George's  coin,  and  2)  I'm  no  expert  on  half  cents 
Does  anyone  have  any  comments?

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NOVICE  COLLECTOR’S  DIARY 
FIRST  ATTENDANCE  AT  AN  EAC  CONVENTION

Wednesday,  April  20; 

My  convention  travel  day  starts  with  a prayer  for  a work  associate;  "God,  let  Don’s 
exploratory  surgery  eliminate  the  possibility  of  cancer."  I pick  my  friend  up  at  6;15  a.m.  and 
take  him  to  the  hospital,  then  am  on  my  way  through  the  Mojave  Desert  before  it  gets  hot. 

The  nearly  6 hour  drive  is  enlivened  by  an  abnormal  number  of  wrecks  along  the 
road.  The  monotony  of  the  desert  must  cause  inattention  in  driving.  I vow  to  stay  alert! 

I planned  to  arrive  a day  early  so  that  I can  rest  and  also  help  with  convention  set- 
up. I have  previously  written  Al  Boka  volunteering  for  ’grunt  work’  and  he  schedules  us  for 
a 10  a m.  table  set-up  the  next  day.  I have  learned  that  a way  to  make  friends  involves 
engaging  in  activities  together. 

A late  afternoon  telephone  call  to  the  hospital  brings  joy— no  trace  of  cancer  for  Don! 
Thursday,  April  21; 

Las  Vegas  is  known  for  excess,  and  the  buffets  are  no  exception.  A hotel  magazine 
lists  more  than  3 dozen!  Prices  range  from  $2.49  (for  breakfast)  to  $21  (for  Champagne 
brunch).  This  looks  to  be  a good  convention!  (For  those  who  don’t  know  me,  I have 
always  had  problems  resisting  food.) 

10  a.m.  — time  to  work  — Ai  Boka  and  Jeff  Gresser  are  in  charge  of  local 
arrangements  and  there  is  little  to  do  except  visit  and  get  acquainted.  Jim  Holtz  (an  EAC 
officer)  and  Jon  Lusk  (P-W  on  CD-ROM)  and  Ray  Rouse  (Mass.  >4  cents)  also  comes 
early  and  I now  have  new  friends  in  E.A.C. 

Registration  goes  smoothly  and  we  have  more  than  140  by  the  end  of  the  Hospitality 
period  - lots  of  meeting  friends  and  making  acquaintances. 

The  Large  Cent  Happening  is  the  program  of  the  night.  What  a fantastic  display  - 
11  Sheldon  Ts  — the  Chain  AMERI.  The  S-144  is  difTicult  to  get,  and  8 are  on  display.  I 
collect  181 7’s,  and  the  N-12  with  fused  17  has  many  die  states.  One  even  has  3 stars 
fused!  The  1820  N6  and  the  1848  N18  are  scarce  varieties  and  the  1855  N5  is  difficult  to 
attribute.  WOW,  what  a great  event! 

On  the  way  to  the  room  we  share  ice  cream  with  Tom  Rinaldo  and  talk  over  the  field 
of  collecting.  Maybe  New  Jersey  Coppers  to  collect  next? 

Friday,  April  22; 

If  a way  to  make  friends  involves  working  together,  then  I decide  to  serve  as  a ’grunt’ 
for  the  viewing  of  the  EAC  Auction.  I show  up  before  9 a.m.,  and  get  to  inventory  all  500+ 
lots!  I serve  on  the  table  that  serves  those  who  want  to  see  the  majority  of  the  lots.  Rod 
Burress  comes  and  during  his  2+  hours  of  viewing  shows  me  most  of  the  significant 
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rarities  in  the  sale.  I get  to  see  my  first  Electrotype  and  first  authentic  1799.  What  a 
privilege  to  be  in  EAC! 

I have  an  errand  to  run  and  on  the  way  back  stop  for  what  is  reputed  to  be  the  best 
buffet  in  Las  Vegas-the  Rio  Casino,  It's  true--for  $5.25  I get  a tremendous  plate  of  fantastic 
Brazilian  stir-fry  cooked  to  order,  and  a superbly  cooked  Lamb  Chop  ala  Italiana-plus 
beverage  and  a wide  variety  of  dessertsi  Wow-do  I need  a nap  to  recover  from  lunch  I 

The  afternoon  is  spent  with  John  D,  Wright,  who  provides  a 2+  hour  personal  seminar 
on  Middle  Dates,  along  with  personal  reminiscences.  The  evening  is  given  to  the  Educational 
Program.  Mary  Sauvain  talks  on  "Collecting  Colonial  Coppers"  and  hands  out  multiple  pages 
of  helpful  material.  Sixteen-old  John  Kraljevich  gives  an  impressive  seminar  on  'The  French 
Influence  on  Early  American  Numismatics."  Following  a Panel  Discussion  with  EAC  Member 
Dealers,  John  M.  Griffee  talks  (and  shows  slides)  of  "New  Jersey  State  Coinage." 

One  can  certainly  overload  on  information!  I am  so  stimulated  by  the  information  that  I 
have  difficulty  falling  asleep  and  during  the  night  I dream  of  returning  to  1780's  New  Jersey  to 
discover:  'Why  did  Thomas  Goadsby  make  the  "Head  Left"  varieties-didn't  people  recognize 
this  was  a crude  forgery-didn't  they  care?' 

Saturday,  April  23: 

After  a restless  night,  I am  up  early-l  guess  adrenalin  will  carry  me  through  today.  I 
have  coffee  and  rolls  with  Dan  and  Joan  Holmes,  Gino  Sanfilippo  (all  of  Cleveland,  OH)  and 
James  Abbott  of  Evanston,  WY.  We  get  acquainted  and  each  has  a collecting  story  to  tell. 
James  wants  to  upgrade  his  1793  Chain  Cent  and  I volunteer  to  be  his  first  offer-it  is  a Fair  2 
and  in  my  collecting  price  range. 

I pick  up  my  newest  copper(s)  from  Tom  Rinaldo-a  preselected  group  of  5 N.J.  state 
issues-representing  4 of  the  7 mintsi  1 serve  as  a host  for  the  Auction  viewing  and  Dan 
Demeo  spends  time  showing  me  'The  Star  of  the  Sale",  a 1796  NC  3 (it  eventually  goes  for 
$20,000)1  Again,  it  really  is  a benefit  to  volunteerl 

The  day  goes  too  fast:  attend  3 of  the  7 possible  "seminars  for  beginning  collectors," 
visit  Chris  McCawley  for  an  1846  presentation  coin  (I  was  born  in  1946),  and  also  get  a worn 
1846  cent  for  Mike  Packard  to  punch  "EAC  94"  on  obv.  and  "RF"  on  Rev.  (for  a 'pocket  piece'). 

1 also  spend  time  seeing  Jon  Lusk's  demonstration  of  P-W  on  CD-ROM-what  a labor  of  love! 
That  will  benefit  all  of  us  in  EAC. 

Late  in  the  afternoon,  1 meet  David  Palmer  of  "David's  Not-So-Rare  Coins"  and  get  lots 
of  low  grade  pieces  to  'fill  holes'-among  these  is  a damaged  1796  S93  (Bust,  Rev.  of  '95)  that 
shows  the  distinguishing  places  on  the  Rev.  What  a bargain!  Thanks,  David. 

Where  did  time  fly?  We  totally  missed  lunch.  We  have  an  Aladdin  Hotel  Buffet  (too 
much  food)  and  then  to  the  sale.  The  1994  EAC  Sale  is  my  first-ever  coin  sale.  Look  for 
others  to  report  its  highlights,  but  it  was  excellently  presented  and  fairly  handled. 

Now  after  1 1 and  so  (yawn)  tired.  Tomorrow  is  the  last  day  and  then  home.  Where  did 
all  of  the  time  go?

THE  SIX  HOUR  MARATHON 

Dale  Anderson 


As  a newcomer  to  the  EAC  Sale  process,  I volunteered  to  help  Bob  Grellman  record 
pieces  and  bidder  numbers  longhand  as  a backup  to  his  computer  record.  (I've  been  called  a 
lot  of  things  but  this  was  the  first  time  I've  been  referred  to  as  a 'sheet  feedeh.)  In  retrospect,  it 
may  have  been  more  fun  to  go  to  the  show  with  Cindy,  but  live  and  learn!  I suppose  that  when 
the  commission  from  one  year's  sale  comes  to  half  the  total  prices  realized  of  the  previous 
year's  sale,  it  could  be  judged  as  a success.  However,  in  the  never-ending  search  for 
perfection,  here  are  a few  suggestions  and  more  importantly,  some  appreciations. 

Yes,  it  is  normally  a good  thing  to  have  your  luggage  in  Hawaii,  except  when  you  are  in 
Las  Vegas.  But  can  you  imagine  what  would  have  happened  if  the  Grellman'  bags  had  not 
been  found  and  the  sale  had  gone  on  without  their  miracle  computer?  Yes,  we  have  become 
spoiled  by  the  use  of  these  miracle  machines  (thanks  to  Jack  Robinson  for  past  use).  Bob  has 
invested  a good  deal  of  money  in  this  machine  and  programming,  and  although  not  a member 
of  the  sale  committee,  he  volunteered  his  time  and  machine  to  aid  the  sale. 

Yes,  it  was  a great  sale  with  many  nice  lots,  (some  say  about  100  too  many),  but  the 
amazing  voice  of  Denis  Loring  held  up  just  fine.  As  a former  teacher,  I understand  the  need  to 
keep  the  voice  in  training  and  wonder  what  sort  of  program  Denis  has  to  keep  his  so.  (Opera 
in  the  shower  perhaps?) 

Yes,  the  catalog  did  have  room  to  write  in  the  margins,  and  thanks  to  Tom  Reynolds, 
very  good  descriptions  of  the  lots.  Confidence  in  those  descriptions  was  evidenced  by  the 
many  lots  won  by  book  bids.  Perhaps  if  the  sale  continues  at  this  pace  we  could  even  include 
some  photos? 

Yes,  there  were  many  who  volunteered  to  show  lots  (thanks  to  you  all),  but  no,  there 
was  not  a huge  turnout  of  members  to  help  collect  money  and  find  lots  for  successful  bidders 
after  the  sale.  With  the  computerized  printouts,  it  is  possible  to  quickly  deliver  accurate 
invoices  and  coins.  If  there  were  2 or  3 people  on  hand  (in  addition  to  the  computer  jockeys) 
to  dig  out  lots  while  Dan  collected  money,  the  process  would  have  gone  more  smoothly  and 
quickly.  As  it  was,  Dan  was  the  only  committee  member  present.  (Thanks,  Dan) 
Understandably,  most  folks  were  quite  tired  after  the  sale.  Many  bidders  wished  to  wait  till 
Sunday  to  pick  up  their  lots,  and  quite  a few  did. 

Yes,  it  was  a long  night,  and  you  only  need  ask  Denis  or  Bob  Grellman  just  how  long.  I 
know  my  eyes  were  having  trouble  focusing.  Concentration  is  extremely  important  in  order  to 
correctly  call  the  sale  and  to  log  the  buyer  number  and  price  in  the  computer  so  that  the 
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printed  invoices  are  correct  It  would  be  best  for  successful  bidders  to  pre-arrange  any  special 
payment  or  pickup  requests  with  the  sale  chairman  prior  to  the  sale.  Those  requests  that 
came  in  while  the  sale  was  In  progress  did  cause  our  concentration  to  wander  Attention 
Deficit  Disorder  seemed  a likely  diagnosis  for  my  condition,  especially  at  11  30  p.m.  For  you 
physicians  in  the  group,  Bob  & I found  that  Coke  is  a miracle  drug  for  this  disorder  (Thanks 
Cindy). 


Yes,  all  in  all,  a great  sale,  but  not  a perfect  one.  More  precisely  defined  Yules'  for  lot 
pickup  and  a few  additional  prearranged  hands  available  at  that  time  would  go  a long  way 
toward  smoothing  out  this  rough  edge.  I hope  these  comments  will  be  accepted  by  the 
committee  in  the  respectful  way  in  which  they  are  offered. 

And  yes.  I'm  sure  all  involved  have  gained  a new  appreciation  for  the  job  done  by  Bill 
Noyes  and  Associates  in  past  years.

COMMENTARY 

Tom  Reynolds 


After  4/2  hours  of  intense  bidding,  the  hammer  fell  on  Lot 
598  and  the  1994  EAC  Sale  was  history.  The  following  are  my 
observations  of  the  Sale  and  changes  I will  make  for  next  year. 

There  were  155  floor  bidders  registered  and  the  Sale  room 
was  crowded.  Mail  bidders  totaled  76.  Common  date  / variety 
coins  in  lower  grades  did  not  sell  well,  as  many  coins  sold  for  less 
than  $50.  The  "powerhouse"  coins  sold  for  big  numbers  but  not 
as  high  as  anticipated.  Late  date  large  cents  suffered  due  to  the 
length  of  the  Sale  and  bidders  running  out  of  money.  The  Sale 
realized  approximately  $392,000  (prices  realized  are  shown 
elsewhere).  The  commission  rate  charged  consignors  will  be  4%. 
After  expenses,  EAC  should  realize  approximately  $9,000. 

The  1994  Sale  was  too  long  (4/2  hours  and  598  lots)  and 
floor  bidders  got  very  weary.  Next  year,  the  Sale  will  be  limited 
to  500  lots.  I will  also  stick  closer  to  the  minimum  value  of  $100 
per  lot.  I will  avoid  duplication  of  varieties  / grades,  as  this  hurts 
consignors.  I will  also  improve  the  procedure  for  picking  up  lots 
after  the  Sale  so  that  we  can  all  get  to  bed  at  a reasonable  hour.

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THE  1994  EAC  CONVENTION 

Charles  Davis 

Last  year  on  the  flight  home  after  the  EAC  Annual  Convention  held  at  Grapevine,  Texas,  I started 
to  write  a fairly  critical  letter  to  the  editor  citing  a number  of  discouraging  problems  and  warning  signs  of 
club  instability  that  I saw  there  Somewhere  over  Cleveland,  however,  I tore  the  letter  up  feeling  that  it 
would  be  taken  as  just  sour  grapes  from  a dealer  who  perhaps  had  had  a bad  show  A year  later  I was 
still  apprehensive  as  the  pages  of  Penny-Wise  seemed  to  provide  virtually  no  information  on  this  year's 
convention  in  Las  Vegas,  much  less  an  incentive  for  the  newer  members  to  attend. 

So  I was  very  much  pleased  to  see  most  of  last  year's  negatives  were  no  longer  problems  - or  at 
least  obvious  ones.  The  bourse  room  was  full,  the  attendance  seemed  to  be  the  best  since  1991  in 
Boston,  the  sale  was  replete  with  rarities,  the  educational  program  was  expanded  with  the  institution  of 
the  Large  Cent  Happening  and  the  Saturday  workshops.  The  members  seemed  to  be  having,  in 
general,  a good  time.  The  air  was  definitely  easier  to  breathe. 

In  terms  of  numismatic  literature,  I was  pleased  with  the  activity  at  my  table,  even  more  so  when 
I found  that  going  home  I had  two  fewer  70  lb.  boxes  to  ship.  The  most  popular  items  seemed  to  be  the 
middle  range  (in  price  and  content)  books  and  auction  catalogues,  indicating  that  those  who  stopped  by 
already  had  a good  start  on  their  libraries.  $30  - $50  items  such  as  Newcomb  or  Penny  Whimsy  and  the 
basic  but  important  sale  catalogues  like  Helfenstein,  Naftzger,  Robby  Brown  or  Pearl  created  little 
interest. 


Next  year  the  Cincinnati  Committee  will  be  hard  pressed  to  improve  upon  the  superb  production 
of  Al  Boka  and  Jeff  Gresser.  Perhaps  the  one  thing  Rod  Burress  and  his  group  could  do  starting  now  is 
to  share  with  the  membership  in  each  issue  of  Penny-Wise  their  progress  towards  making  the  1995 
convention  program.  Newer  members  need  to  be  assured  that  an  EAC  Convention  is  a quality  coin 
show  and  education  forum  for  all  copper  collectors.  There  may  be  cliques,  but  newer  members  need  to 
be  assured  that  unlike  the  Bust  Half  Nut  Club  they  don't  need  100  varieties  to  participate.  The  Annual 
Convention  is  the  one  event  that  sets  EAC  aside  from  every  other  special  interest  club.  If  we  can  expand 
the  base  of  participating  newer  members,  the  Convention  and  the  Club  will  be  well  on  its  way  back  to 
serving  its  chartered  purpose. 


MY  CONVENTION  THOUGHTS

After  attending  my  thirteenth  consecutive  EAC  convention,  I must  let  the  cat  out  of  the  bag.  EAC 
'94  in  Vegas  was  fantastic.  I never  thought  of  Las  Vegas  as  collectable  coin  center.  Co-chairmen  Al 
Boka  and  Jeff  Gresser  did  a great  Job,  and  will  ensure  a return  trip  for  me  anytime.  Slot  machines  and 
local  state  lotteries  are  not  healthy  for  any  pocketbook,  but  the  blackjack,  horses,  and  basketball  were 
good  to  me.  The  scenery  and  climate  couldn't  have  been  better.  Food  galore  - low  priced  and  fine  fare. 
If  you  love  copper,  any  annual  EAC  event  is  unforgettable. 

I should  have  sent  in  part  of  this  article  before  the  show,  and  I apologize  for  not  doing  so.  Many 
members  probably  have  never  attended  a national  convention.  1 was  once  that  way.  When  I first  joined 
EAC  in  1978,  the  announcement  of  the  upcoming  "show"  would  arrive  with  P-W.  and  I wouldn't  pay 
much  attention  to  it.  Four  years  went  by  until  my  good  friend  Carvin  Goodridge  asked  why  I didn't  go  to  a 
convention.  I thought  I didn't  know  enough  people  or  possess  the  knowledge  for  attending  such  an 
event.  He  informed  me  that  I was  wrong,  and  highly  recommended  going  to  Cincinnati  in  1982.  I did, 
and  I have  been  hooked  ever  since.  If  anyone  is  even  thinking  a little  about  going  to  Cincinnati  next  year. 

I strongly  advise  them  to  start  getting  ready  now.  Save  for  air  fare. 
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rooms,  food,  sale  action,  and  a display  of  copper  like  you  have  never  seen  in  your  wildest 
dreams. 

My  work  commitment  as  a business  owner  doesn't  let  me  take  much  time  away;  one 
long  weekend,  and  one  week  per  year  after  23  years  at  it.  Because  the  convention  is  so 
rewarding,  I make  my  long  weekend  EAC.  As  to  why  one  would  attend,  here  are  my  best 
reasons  besides  copper,  copper,  copper,  and  more  copper.  The  new  friendships  that  begin 
every  year  will  last  for  a lifetime.  Just  imagine  200  - 300  fellow  copper  nuts  in  one  weekend. 
You  could  flap  your  mouth  the  whole  time  and  never  once  talk  about  the  weather.  The  amount 
of  knowledge  walking  around  the  room  is  mind-boggling.  No  single  computer  or  CD  ROM 
would  come  close  to  matching  the  available  information  that  is  there  for  the  asking.  Coins  in 
the  'flesh'  are  there  to  accompany  the  learning.  1 cannot  stress  enough  the  joy  of  being  able  to 
get  the  answer  to  a particular  query.  Quite  often  a group  session  is  around  to  concur  on  the 
response,  no  charge  at  all. 

Half  cents,  targe  cents,  colonials,  and  much  more;  your  eyes  never  get  sore.  When  I 
go  to  a local  Sunday  coin  show,  I am  elated  to  find  one  dealer  with  a couple  of  rows  of  copper 
in  the  showcase.  At  the  EAC  convention  you  will  find  rows  and  rows  of  cases  full  of  copper. 
This  alone  is  enough  to  make  the  trip  worthwhile.  Behind  every  convention  is  a core  of 
dedicated  workers  who  unselfishly  give  their  time  and  effort  to  making  every  convention  a great 
one.  My  wholehearted  thanks  go  out  to  all  of  them.  All  the  gatherings  that  I have  been  to  were 
great,  yes,  I dp  remember  the  breakfast  at  The  Sheraton  La  Guardia.  ("Only  bacon,  only  egg, 
no  pancakes,"  as  the  housekeepers  occupied  the  kitchen  the  last  day.)  It  was  still  great  and 
memorable. 

Countless  numbers  of  new  true  friends  and  acquaintances  have  been  made. 
Sometimes  we  even  cross  over  the  copper  line  and  talk  about  other  subjects.  The  first  day  is 
Friday,  and  everyone  is  busy  looking  and  greeting.  Superb  educational  forums  on  Friday 
nights  are  unsurpassed.

As  always,  the  exhibit  area  of  an  EAC  convention  is  entertaining 
and  of  the  highest  quality.  I would  like  to  share  my  "tour"  of  the 
exhibits  with  you. 

"Large  Cents  - Their  Uses  & Abuses"  by  Don  Weathers 

This  one-case  exhibit  is  one  of  the  finest  I've  ever  seen!  Don 
displayed  several  examples  of  large  cents  that  were  used  for  lock 
parts,  gears,  bushings  & washers,  buttons,  gauges,  centerposts,  rests 
for  soldering  irons  and  humdingers.  Some  of  these  you  can  envision, 
and  others  will  have  to  be  left  to  the  imagination  until  you  get  the 
opportunity  to  see  this  exhibit. 


"New  Jersey  State  Coinage,  1786-1788,  The  Legitimate  Mints"  and  "New 
Jersey  State  Coinage,  1786-1788,  Contemporary  Fakes  & Forgeries"  by 
John  Griffee 

John  exhibited  at  least  eight  examples  of  New  Jersey  coppers  from 
each  of  the  legitimate  mints,  which  include  Rahway,  Elizabeth  Town 
and  Morristown.  As  a non-colonial  person,  I thank  John  for  the 
numismatic  and  non-numismatic  information  exhibited.  He  also 
exhibited  1-3  examples  of  each  forgery  from  Newburgh,  NY,  Elizabeth 
Town,  NJ,  a probable  mint  at  Goadsby,  NJ,  and  one  unknown  mint. 


"Colonial  Coinage  - Our  Heritage"  by  John  Griffee 

John  displayed  10  beautiful  examples  of  colonial  coins,  which 
included  one  from  each  of  the  following:  Sommer  Islands,  Rosa 

Americana,  Hibernia,  Voce  Populi,  Virginia,  Constellatio  Novas, 
Massachusetts,  Kentucky,  Connecticut  and  Fugio  cents.  I learned  that 
the  Massachusetts  colonials  were  the  first  American  coins  to  use 
"cent"  and  "half  cent"  denominations,  and  Massachusetts  was  the  only 
state  to  mint  a 1/2  ^ coin. 


"Connecticut  Coppers  by  Breen  Numbers"  by  Jim  Goudge 

This  exhibit  was  jam-packed  with  beautiful  coppers.  If  I counted 
correctly,  there  are  142  different  Breen  numbers,  and  Jim  has  127  of 
them.  For  the  15  he  is  missing,  he  included  a photo.  This  is  the 
most  extensive  collection  of  Connecticut  colonials  ever  displayed. 
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and  is  most  impressive. 


"1794  Cents  & Collectors  - A Bicentennial  Reminiscence"  by  Allen 
Bennett 

Allen  shared  34  high-quality  1794  U.S.  large  cents,  along  with  their 
pedigrees  and  auction  records,  when  known.  These  were  some  of  the 
finest  early  coppers  you'll  ever  have  the  pleasure  to  see. 


"S-125  Grading  Experience"  by  H.  Craig  Hamling 

Craig  had  a fresh  approach  to  EAC  exhibiting.  He  had  15  large  photos 
taken  by  Bill  Noyes,  all  of  different  S-125  large  cents.  He  also 
included  one  S-125  cent,  and  the  viewer  had  to  try  to  place  the  cent 
in  the  condition  census  using  the  photographs  provided  of  the  other 
examples.  I am  a novice  at  grading,  but  gave  it  a go  and  missed  high 
by  2 CC  places.  This  one  was  fun. 


(Untitled)  by  J.  R.  Frankenfield 

There  isn't  much  you  can  say  that's  worthy  of  an  11-case  exhibit  that 
is  the  most  complete  collection  of  U.S.  large  cents  and  U.S.  half 
cents  ever  shown.  The  custom-made  boards  were  a nice  touch,  and 
there  were  only  a few  empty  holes  with  "NC"  below  them.  No  doubt 
J.R.  is  still  working  on  locating  and  purchasing  those  NC's  . . . 


Also,  Tony  Terranova  had  a display  that  I was  unable  to  view  before 
it  was  dismantled.  My  apologies,  Tony,  for  not  being  able  to  review 
your  exhibit. 

This  ends  my  "tour"  of  the  exhibit  area.  If  you  didn't  get  to  attend 
EAC  '94  in  Las  Vegas  and  see  these  for  yourself,  I hope  you  have  the 
opportunity  sometime  in  the  future.

We've  finished  breakfast,  and  I've  just  passed  my  newly  acquired 
choice  VF-35  S-30  across  the  table  for  JDW  to  examine,  when  the 
waitress  appears  to  clear  the  plates.

Whereupon,  holding  it  by  the  edge  as  if  in  grand  demonstration,  he 
passes  it  two  feet  above  the  disassembled  breakfast  plates,  flatware,  and 
formica  table  top,  into  the  waiting  fingers  of  ~ the  waitress! 

I was  dumbstruck  ...  It  was  a moment  like  the  time  I discovered  one 
of  my  toddler  children  had  crawled  up  onto  the  open  dishwasher  door,  and 
was  kneeling  there  with  a steak  knife  clenched  by  the  handle  in  his  teeth, 
blade  out  to  the  side,  like  some  B-movie  pirate  coming  over  the  gunwales: 
any  sudden  movement,  any  audible  gasp,  seemed  destined  to  make  a bad 
situation  worse. 

But  the  waitress,  I see,  is  a quick  student;  she,  too,  has  it  by  the 
edge,  and  is  studying  it  intently  while  John  continues  his  enthusiastic 
remarks.  Still,  I'm  quietly  calculating  the  probable  trajectory  of  any  drop, 
and  preparing  to  dive  under  it  like  a wide  receiver  at  the  sideline  . . . 

She  goes  to  pass  it  back,  and  there's  an  anxious,  awkward  moment 
over  the  remains  of  Mabel  Ann's  hashbrowns  ~ until  John  cups  his  hands 
under  the  coin,  like  a priest  at  the  altar,  and  lowers  it  safely  onto  its 
tabletop  envelope.  John's  introductory  discourse  on  large  cents  goes  on, 
as  does  my  breathing  ...  But  the  waitress  offers  the  last  word  on  the 
artistry  of  that  two  hundred  year-old  cent: 

"Thaf  s neat.  And  if s a woman  - thaf s even  better."

Many  collectors  have  asked  me  to  share  more  about  Dr.  Lewis  Feuchtwanger. 

It  would  take  a large  effort  to  present  all 
my  research  and  I have  in  the  past  advised  those  interested  to  contact  numismatic 
libraries.  I would  like  to  share  one  important  bit  of  information  I have  concerning  the 
mintage  of  the  one  cent  pieces. 

In  1873  Dr.  Feuchtwanger  wrote  a segment  called  "Nickle  and  its  uses  in  the  arts, 
coinage  and  nickle  plating."  I quote: 

"During  the  suspension  of  specie  payment  in  1837  in  the  United  States,  the 
writer  conceived  the  idea  of  proposing  to  the  government  the  issue  of  a German 
silver  cent,  and,  as  an  experiment,  he  issued  one  and  one  half  millions  of  such 
tokens  under  his  own  name,  with  permission  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  popular  favor  to  this  metallic  currency.  His  petitiori 
to  Congress  of  that  year,  which  was  presented  to  the  United  States  Senate  by 
Mr.  Benton,  and  to  the  House  of  Representatives  by  John  Quincy  Adams,  with 
highly  flattering  encomiums,  was  referred  to  the  United  States  mint  for  report; 
this  report  was  unfavorable,  the  director  giving  some  frivolous  reasons,  as 
received  from  the  chemist;  but  the  same  individual,  while  smelter  of  the  rnint, 
took,  twenty  years  later,  the  opportunity  of  recommending  a nickle  compound  as 
a one-cent  currency,  which  however,  did  not  find  much  favor  in  the  country,  as 
the  coin  was  not  white,  and  became  dirty  yellow  when  in  circulation  for  a month. 

But  12  per  cent.  Nickle  was  used  in  the  composition,  not  by  any  means 
sufficient  to  whiten  the  copper,  while  the  writer's  token,  now  of  thirty-six  years 
standing,  looks  at  present  more  like  sterling  silver  than  the  best  American  coin. 

All  the  numismatic  works  of  this  and  other  countries  have  adjudged  to  the  writer 
the  palm  for  his  ingenious  improvement  in  the  currency." 

From  his  own  words,  "one  and  one  half  million  tokens."  Even  if  this  number  is 
overstated,  it  does  reflect  the  fact  that  this  was  a very  popular  token.  Dr.  Feuchtwanger 
was  ahead  of  his  time  and  collectors  still  are  looking  for  the  one  cent  pieces.  His  three 
cent  pieces  would  make  another  good  research  article  as  well  as  the  Russell  I.O.U.  12 
and  one  half  cent  piece.  Low  128.
